Since taking up my duties here in August 1965 I have the 
impression of a pleasant rural area which provides healthy living for its in- 
habitantse 


There are no chronic reservoirs or carriers of infection 
and our B.C.G. tests show that this is particularly true in tuberculosis in- 
fection. 


The public health problems here are those of transport so 
that important clinical and diagnostic services are more convenient. By the 
nature of the case it is difficult to see an answer to this, in spite of the 
great expansion of personal mechanised transport in recent years. 


Problem families still cause concern, but more rapid co- 
ordination of all relieving services is in my opinion reducing the amount of 
social dislocation caused by them, 


The problem of refuse disposal still grows apace with the 
building of centrally heated houses with no open fires or incinerators, the need 
for larger vehicles and more frequent collection is yet greater. It will become 
even more serious when collections are on a weekly basis because householders 
Will then cease to try to burn any rubbish at all, relying on the Council's 
improved collection, and the bulk will be as great as ever. When one realises 
that a modern house with no open firesdischarges eight times the bulk of rubbish 
discharged by a house with open fires, the problem becomes alarming. 


The art of packaging is only now being developed into avenues 
familiar in the United States of America where more and more disposable wrappings 
and trappings are used to sell even more goods. As such packaging expands to 
further ranges of merchandise the strain on our collections will be even greater. 


Since new housing estates house families familiar with an 
urban pattern of life, and demanding urban services, the demand for these services 
will be given yet another push. 


The development of King's Lynn and Wisbech will augment all 
these tendencies, because the surrounding areas will become dormitory suburbs of 
urban type. 


The demand for the emptying of septic tanks will also increase 
until all houses are on main sewerage. The installation of modern bathrooms and 
more sophisticated kitchens and household appliances increases the domestic con- 
sumption of water and of course, the emount of sewage. 


All of these tendencies are bound to force new developments 
in organisation and administration of our area and demand increased rates. 


I would like to record my appreciation for the assistance 
and support I have had during the year from the Clerk, Public Health Inspectors 
and members of the Local Health Office staff,

Section D 


Report of the Senior Public Health Inspector 


Mr. Chairman, Ladies and Gentlemen, 


I am pleased to report on the environmental public health work of 
the Council during 1965. 


The staff of the Public Health Department was reinforced by Mr. 
Hurst's arrival on the 1st January. He had recently spent 15 years as a 
Public Health Inspector in the service of the Kenya Government, and his 
knowledge, experience and different approach to various problems is very 
valuable. 


A student public health inspector also commenced in August. 
He will take a very comprehensive training course over 4 years, involving 
full time attendance at a Technical College for part of each year. Your 
Officers give considerable attention to his practical training, and in 
providing such facilities, the Council is taking part in an essential plan 
to keep the Local Government Service staffed by Officers of the right 
calibre. 


Work on the Denver Sewerage Scheme commenced during the year and 
good progress was made, Any action which the Council are able to take to 
speed up the preparation of other schemes will be of the utmost value. 
Drainage problems get worse every year} 


The clearance of unfit houses also went ahead satisfactorily. 
Demolition is leaving some ugly gaps in our villages, however, and it is 
important that everything possible is done to help ‘heal the wounds'. 


The increase in the number of housing improvement. grants taken 
up is encouraging. 


The work of inspecting shops and offices under the new Act 
proceeded during the year. We have no serious problems in this district, 
as the small staff involved are usually treated as members of the family. 


The delay in the time taken to empty cesspools and the disposal 
of their contents was again a worry, and there was a good deal of public 
resentment. I must again impress upon the Council the importance of the 
matter! 


My thanks are due to the Council, my own staff and other colleagues 
for continued support and co-operation.

In addition, regulations as to the 
prevention of cruelty have to be observed, 


COMPLAINTS AND NUISANCES 


231 complaints were entered in the Register, investigated and dealt. 
with. 


60% of the complaints were of unsatisfactory drainage, whilst the 
rest related to housing defects, smells from accumulations of refuse, 
manure, keeping of animals and insect pests, 


It is pleasing to record that the smell nuisances from two Controlled 
Environment Battery Houses at Denver and Fincham were completely abated 
during the year. The firm concerned completed a new Unit at Barton Bendish 
which incorporated a different system for the removal of droppings. The 
ventilation system was also greatly improved. The difference in conditions 
inside the houses was quite remarkable. Consequent upon the success of the 
system, the other units at Fincham, Denver and Southery were also converted 
at considerable cost. 


All the work was completed before the hot weather, and no complints 
were received thereafter. 


In addition, no complaints were received about smell from the 
deposit of poultry manure on agricultural land. 


Due to difficulty in deposing of the material however, particublrly 
when the land was cropped, plans were submitted to the Council for the 
construction of a manure drying plant in Methwold Fen. This is a most 
interesting development, which will be studied carefully.

In addition, verbal notice was sufficient in numerous cases to 
bring about the improvements required, or to secure the abatement of 
nuisances. 


FOOD AND FOOD PREMISES 


(a) General 


An increased amount of attention was given to food hygiene; 
inspections were frequently made in conjunction with those under the Offices, 
Shops etc. Act. 


Advice on the correct use of frozen food display cabinets was 
usually necessary. 


The conditions to be observed are specified in the Food Hygiene 
Regulations, 1960 and the Council's Clean Food Byelaws. Most of the shops 
in the area are attached to dwelling houses, and staff are allowed the use 
of the facilities at the house. As far as is known, all shops are provided 
With sinks and washbasins, and either cold water or hot and cold water as 
required, 


New Regulations expected in connection with sale of food in outdoor 
markets, mobile shops etc. had not been issued by theqjd of the year. 


Moves made in various quarters during the year with the object of 
improving food hygiene included efforts to obtain legislation to 


1. prevent dogs entering food shops 

2. strengthen powers to control the washing of vegetables by 
wholesalers 

53- require that at least one person employed in a food shop has 
a certificate in Food Hygiene 

4. require the Registration of all food shops. 


The County Council's staff made 38 inspections of school canteens 
at 14 schools in the area. Conditions were satisfactory, and no foodstuffs 
were condemned. ; 


At 31st December, there were operating from within the District:-

It is noteworthy that four bakehouses closed during that year. 


(b) Ice-cream 


3 new premises were registered, and 92 premises were selling ice- 
cream including fruit ices, all of it being prepared and pre-packed by the 
large companies, No manufacture of ice-cream is carried on in the District. 


(c) Slaughterhouses 


Four private slaughterhouses were licensed and in use during the 
year, one each in the parishes of Stoke Ferry, Feltwell, liethwold and Stow 
Bridge. 


Conditions at certain premises deteriorated during the year, and 
several licences were withheld until conditions had been complied with. 
In particular, artificial lighting had to be considerably improved. No 
complaints from the public wre received owing to the use of the premises. 


There can be absolutely no relaxation in regard to hygiene at these 
establishments. In each case, a butcher's business is carried on, and sausages 
are made by the same personnel! 


No meat was "exported" to other areas. 


(a) Slaughtermen 


At 31st December, there were 18 licenced slaughtermen in the District, 
one 'new' licence having been issued during the year. 


Slaughtermen have to be at least 18 years of age, and also "fit 
and proper persons" to hold a licence, which lasts for up to one year. 


The licence specifies the kinds of animal which may be slaughtered 
or stunned, and the types of instrument which may be used, and also 
enables the holder to slaughter in other Districts (except in the case of 
slaughter of horses). 


(e) Meat Inspection 


100% post mortem inspection of beef, mutton and pig carecases was 
carried out, with occasional ante-mortem inspections. 


400% inspection by qualified personnel to a detailed code is a 
legal requirement, apart from some areas with special difficulties which 
originally had until 30th September, 1965 to comply. These difficulties 
continued, however, and the date was extended by regulation until 30th 
September, 1966. The Council is authorised to make a charge for Meat 
Inspection Services, but no charge is made. 


Evening visits are generally confined to two a week. Again no 
tuberculosis was found in cattle, and only one case of cysticercosis. 


Only prime animals are slaughtered-in this District. The incidence 


of disease found in larger slaughterhouses receiving cows and other animals, 
including emergency slaughter cases is, of course, very much higher.

(g) Registration of Premises for the Preparation of Sausages, etc. 


15 butchers premises were registered throughout the year, 
and it Was not necessary to take any formal action. 


Very strict hygiene is necessary where meat foods are made-up 
and handled, and an inspector can rarely be fully satisfied with the 
adequacy of measures taken to protect the public against food poisoning 
typhoid, etc. Strengthening of the law as a result of the report of the 
Committee of Enquiry into the Aberdeen Typhoid Outbreak will be helpful, 
but continuous health education of food handlers is of vital impprtvance. 


(h) Food Contamination 


No complaints were received during the year. A close watch 
is kept on the composition of food by the County Council as Food and Drugs 
Authority, and regular reports are supplied to the Department. 


(i) Milk and Dairies 


This Council is responsible for the Registration of milk 
distributors based within the district only, and also of any premises used 
by them for the treatment, storage and distribution of milk. In all cases, 
milk is supplied from the large dairies, and the containers are unopened 
by the distributor. In several cases, orange juice is also sold. 


10 Distributors are registered and 3 dairies. 


Your Medical Officer of Health, however, has certain overall 
powers with regard to infection of milk at all premises where milk is 
handled, including farms. No action was necessary during the year. All 
Milk Producersrequire to be registered with the Ministry of Agriculture, 
Fisheries and Food, 


The County Council is responsible for the licencing of 
Designated Milk Producers. The present designations authorised are as 
follows: = 


14. ‘'Untreated' 
2. '‘Pasteurised' 


3. ‘Sterilised' 
4h. ‘Ultra Heat Treated' 
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All ‘Untreated Milk’ is, of course, tuberculin tested in this 
Country. The designation 'Ultra Heat Treated’ was brought in on the 
4st October, 1965 to facilitate the sale of milk which has been treated 
by the ultra high temperature method, that is to say retained at-a 
temperature of not less than 270°F for not less than one second. The 
milk has a long keeping attribute, but the amount of milk available on 
the home market in the near future is not expected to be great. 


Tests of milk from this Council's district taken by the County 
Council's staff in 1965 gave the following results:- 


Biological Sampling 

In all, 32 samples representing the 5 Producer/Retailers' 
supplied were submitted for biological examination and of these 28 proved 
satisfactory, whilst thepremature deaths of the guinea pigs rendered the 
remaining 4 examinations inconclusive. 


Methylene Blue Examinations (raw milk) 


19 samples were submitted for this test and of these 15 
were satisfactory, 1 failed and in the remaining 3 cases the overnight 
temperature at the place of storage rose above the permitted level and 
rendered the results void, 


Methylene Blue Examinations asteurised milk 


Of the 25 samples submitted for this test, all proved satis- 
factory save 1, which was rendered void by the overnight temperature 
exceeding 70 F. 


Phosphatase Examinations asteurised milk 
All 25 samples submitted for this test proved satisfactory. 
Turbidity Test (sterilised milk) 


Three samples of milk submitted for this test proved satis- 
factory. 


Agitation for the establishment of an eradication scheme in 
respect of the organism Brucella Abortus in cows continued during the year. 
The cost of such a scheme at present is considered by the Ministry of 
Agriculture to be exceptionally high when weighed against the incidence 
and severity of Undulent Fever in man as known at present. 


OFFENSIVE TRADES 


There are no offensive trades within the meaning of the Public 
Health Act, 1936, operating in the District. 


MOVEABLE DWELLINGS 


The District still had the highest number of fully residential 
caravans in the County, according to a survey carried out during the first 
week in August - 261, which was 2 more than in 1964. 


The relatively few holiday caravans were mainly occupied by 
fishermen for short periods. Tents are often erected on river banks for 
short periods, but there are no permanent tented sites. 


29 site licences including renewals covering 38 caravans were 
issued during the year. Together with licences issued in previous years, 
a total of 66 sites covering 211 caravans were licenced. Many occupied 
caravans are exempt from licencing, but a certain amount of trouble was 
experienced cue to unauthorised sites being used. 
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The Council's licence conditions are comprehensive, one set 
applying to sites of up to 5 caravans, and a more comprehensive set 
applying on sites above this number. 


The largest sites are situated as follows:- 


Marham - 2 sites, one for 52 and one for 10 caravans 
Feltwell = 42 caravans 
Shouldham - 2 sites, one for 11 and one for 10 caravans 


The licenced sites are generally clean and tidy, but inspections 
show that conditions are not always observed, particularly in regard to 
fire precautions. The importance of this aspect is always emphasised. 


A survey of intinerant caravan dwellers was carried out on 
23rd March, 1965 at the request of the Ministry of Housing and Local 
Government, and 11 such families were sited in the year. 


No prosecutions were necessary during the year. 


FOUSING 
(a) Housing Acts and Council Housing 


32 dwellings, mainly bungalows were completed during the year, 
and these were for slum clearance needs, 36 more were in the course of 
construction. 


The clearance of unfit houses proceeded satisfactorily, and 
32 familtes were rehoused from such houses. 


The results of action taken are recorded for each Parish ina 
table following. 


The Ministry of Housing and Local Government asked for a 
re-assessment of the number of unfit houses in each area in the first 
quarter of 1965 including those unfit but probably capable d repair 
at reasonable expense. An estimated 700 dwellings fell into this category. 


The Council proposed to commence building a further 4.8 dwellings 
at Denver, Wereham, iimbotsham and Wiggenhall St. Germans in 1966, whilst 
a further 78 dwellings were outstanding in the provisional 1964/68 
programme. These included a grouped homes scheme for the aged comprising 
16 dwellings at Hilgay. 


47 Pre-war Council houses were modernised during the year by 
the adcition of bath, lavatory basins and W.Cs., hot and cold water supplies, 
drainage systems and fuel stores. A further 86 homes were being improved 
at the end of the year. 


18 Discretionary Grants were approved and 56 Standard Grants, 
figures for previous years being:- 


1962 - 22 and 40 
1963 - 10 and 41 
1964 - 11 and 39 


The Housing Act, 196) considerably modified the provisions 
as toS:tandard Grants, and the increased interest is encouraging. 
More time has now to be devoted to the consideration of each application 
by your Officers, as the amounts allowed have been increased where 
particular circumstances apply. 


(b) Rent Act, 1957 


No applications were received for Certificatesof Disrepair 
and no applications for cancellation of existing Certificates.

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PUBLIC CLEANSING 


(a) Refuse Collection and Disposal 


The fortnightly "kerbside" collection of refuse continued 
throughout the district. Due to increased amounts of bulkier refuse, it 
was necessary to place three men on each of the two vehicles used full time 
during the year. The 25 and 18 cub. yard dual-tipping vehicles continued 
in service, The older steel moving floor vehicle:formerly used as a reserve 
and at holiday times was also brought into more frequent use on sparsely 
populated rounds, and the labour force was increased by two men, a driver/ 
labourer and labourer in order to cone, 


A Dennis Paxit ITA 2) cub. yard mechanical packing vehicle was 
orderedhter in the year. Delivery was expected in the Summer of 1966. 


There was a particularly difficult period for staffing at the 
beginning of the year due to sickness. 


As regards refuse disposal, partly controlled tipping is pract- 
ised with the aid of a tractor shovel driven by one man and soil is hauled 
and spread. The soil is overburden from sandpits bought at 3s.0d. per 
cub. yard loaded. Free soil is obtained whenever possible. 


Indiscriminate dumping by private persons is a serious problen, 
and there were several tip fires. Tips in use were situated at Wormegay, 
Fincham, Feltwell, Ten Mile Bank, Northwold and Whittington. A tip at 
Shouldham was filled during the year and closed, and soil for final 
cover was being spread. 


All tips are frequently treated against rodent and insect 
infestation. 


Discussions continued during the year relative to the problem 
of disposal of old car bodies, and the Ministry of Housing and Local 
Government issued a circular setting out the various powers available to 
Local Authorities to deal with it. County Councils were asked to co— 
ordinate action in Rural areas. After consideration, the County Council 
considered that in Norfolk at the present time the problem was not so 
much the indiscriminate abandonment of old cars by car-owners on the 
highway, or elsewhere, but the mushrooming of scrap car dumps on private 
land in undesirable places. Certain measures were proposed towards control. 


However, it was felt that in the long term it was essential for 
the problem of old vehicles to be tackled on a national basis, and 
representations were made to the County Council's Association. 


This Council referred the matter to the Norfolk Branch of the 
Rural District Council's Association with a view to sounding the 
practicability of providing facilities for disposal by a consortium of 
local authorities. 


(b) Pail Emptying 


Pail Closets were emptied once weekly during the daytime in 
the Parishes of Hilgay, Denver, Downham West, Fincham and Feltwell, but 
collections at Feltwell ceased on 3rd May, 1965 after 12 months notice, 
consequent upon the completion of the sewerage scheme. 


The Council gave instructions for continued advice to be 
given regarding the availability of Standard Grants etc. for conversion to 
W.C.8, particularly in Feltwell. 


Half of the cost of pail emptying is borne by the General 
Rate Fundénd half by the Parishes concerned, The cesspool emptier 
fitted with a special nightsoil hopper is used. 


Most of the pail contents were disposaiof m straw composting bays 
on farm land, and the rest was applied direct to arable land. 
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(c) Cesspool Emptying 


The Council operated one Cesspool Emptier of 1000 galls. 
capacity which was normally available for about 2 days a week for the 
emptying of cesspools and Council Sewage Treatment Plants. It was 
operated by a Driver/Loader and Loader. 


The contracting firm employed by the Council continued to 
carry out the bulk of the work on private cesspools and séptic tanks, 
Critisism of the length of time required to give the service was 
constant, and efforts to persuade the firm to empty within a week of 
a request were not very successful. Overtime (Saturday) working was 
continued for several months in an effort to keep the backlog of work 
within bounds. 


There was again an increase in the number of cesspools to 
be serviced during the year as a result of the provision of bathrooms 
and V.C.s. in unsewered areas.

A charge of £1. was made for emptying to cover the first two 
loads and 10s. for each additional load, with special arrangements for 
old age pensioners and persons in receipt of National Assistance. 


The disposal of cesspool contents is mostly to arable farm land, 
straw composting heaps and refuse tips, and there is a continued struggle 
by all concerned to find sites and to avoid nuisance. 


The time taken to travel to disposal sites is a major factor 
limiting the number of cesspools serviced per day. 


The County Council's Public Health Engineer was asked to look 
into the possibility of combining suitable disposal arrangements with 
the Sewage Treatment Plant proposed to be located in the Magdalen area. 


DRAINAGE AND SEWERAGE 


The main sewage treatment plants at Feltwell and Southery and 
Housing Site plants were maintained by your Surveyor's Department, and 
no particular problem arose during the year, apart from the difficulty 
at some plants of maintaining the quality of the effluent. 


An extended aeration plant was installed at Hilgay during the 
year to serve the new Council Housing Site temporarily pending completion 
of a Village Scheme, 


Ministry Approval to the design of the new treatment plant at 
Fordham to receive the sewage from Denver and Hilgay was received in January, 
and construction commenced on the 31st August together with work on the 
laying of sewers at Denver. 
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Preliminary planning work on schemes for three other drainage 
areas was also being undertaken by the County Public Health Engineer's 
Department, which is responsible for all village schemes. 


The lack of main sewerage facilities in your district is a 
serious problem. There are a large number of ‘sewerage dykes' which 
cause nuisancés and complaint is continuous, as it is with overflowing 
cesspools and septic tanks. At many of the sites where older Council 
houses have been provided with bathrooms and j.Cs., ‘howls' of protest 
are received as soon as the drainage system is used, either because the 
subsoil is clay or silt or because the subsoil water is higher than the 
irrigation drains. This is most discouraging to everyone concerned: 


Periodical cleansing of 'sewerage' dykes to minimise nuisance 
was carried out, and extra sub-irrigation drains were installed on 
numerous troublesome septic tanks at Council sites by your own staff, 


NATIONAL ASSISTANCE ACT, 1948 - SECTION 50 


No burials were carred out by the Council during the year. 
THE DISEASES OF ANIMALS (WASTE FOOD) ORDER, 1957 


Administration of this Order is delegated to the Council by the 
County Council. 


Only 2 persons were collecting swill as far as is known. 
Proper sterilisation of this swill is highly important in preventing the 
spread of Animal disease. 


OPEN AIR SWIMMING POOL, WAR MEMORIAL PLAYING FIELD, DOWNHAM MARKET 


This pool was brought into use on the 10th May, 1965, and it 
quickly proved very popular. The water is continuously circulated, 
with a 6 hour turnover period, filtered and chlorinated. In addition 
a solution of soda is injected to control the acid balance. Throughout 
the season, the water remained clear, sparkling and attractive and 
there were no complaints of smell or irritation of the eyéetc. arising from 
normal use. 


It is necessary to use disinfectant regularly and liberally in 
the changing rooms and passages to guard against skin diseases. 


An adequate residual of ‘free chlorine’ is maintained in the 
pool at all times as a protection against the spread of infection. 
Tests are made at least twice daily, and more often when there are large 
numbers using the pool. On the purification of swimming bath water, 
the Ministry of Housing and Local Government report: -— 


"the conclusions to be drawn from available evidence are 
that polluted water can be a source of infection, but infectious disease 
caused by this means is of relatively rare occurrence, Generally, in 
properly controlled swimming baths, the risk of water becoming sufficiently 
polluted to causelwrm is extremely remote adequate ventilation should 
IMinimise the risk of air-borne infection, and overcrowding of baths should 
not 34 allowed to occur"(The last paragraph refers mainly to indoor 
baths). 


THE ANIMAL BOARDING ESTABLISHMENTS ACT, 1963 


This Act requires any person keeping a boarding establishment 
for cats or dogs to obtain a licence from the Local Authority. The 
licence must specify such conditions as will ensure hygienic conditions, 
adequate supplies of food and drink and protection against fire or other 
emergency. ji 


One establishment at Runcton Holme and one at Methwold were licenced 
during the year. Licences expire under normal conditions at the end of the *. 
year to which they relate. 
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THE OFFICES SHOPS AND RAILWAY PREMISES ACT, 1963 


This Act makes provision for the safety, health and welfare 
of persons employed in shops, offices, and railway premises. The require- 
ments of the Act follow closely those of the Factories Act and include 
provisions relating to cleanliness, overcrowding, temperature, lighting, 
sanitary conveniences, washing facilities, drinking water, seats, 
safety of machinery, first aid and fire precautions. 


By reason of the diverse business activities carried on in 
this district, a large number of premises come under the supervision of 
the Factories Inspector. In addition, many businesses are outside control . 
because they are family affairs. The domestic facilities at adjoining 
houses are usually at the d&posal of shopworkers, 


406 visits were made under the Act.

The response to letters requiring compliance with various provisions 


of the Act was good, and it was not necessary to recommend my formal action. 


It will in any case take some time for your inspectors to become 
thoroughly familiar with the workings of the Act. 


The Ministry of Labour is at the moment considering whether it is 
necessary to make lighting standards based upon information submitted by all 
local authorities in November, 1965. 
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WATER SUPPLIES 
(a) Main Piped Supplies 


General 


The District is well served by water mains, and the number of 
properties not able to have mains water is now very low. Quite a large 
number, however, are supplied by standpipes, and many terraces have joint 
standpipes. The pelicy of the Council is to require water to be provided 
in pipes inside the house whenever reasonable and practicable. 


The wisbech and District water Boerd were responsible for two 
sources of supply to the Rural District, viz., the northern half from the 
River Nar and bore at Marham and the southern half from the bore at Denton 
Lodge, Feltwell. 


I am indebted to the Board's Engineer and Manager, lir. C. Llanwarne, 
B.Sc. Tech., A.M.I.C.B., A.M.I.W.E., for the following information: - 


Water Analyses 1965 - Rural District of Downham 


Frequent bacteriological examinations have been undertaken during 
1965 on samples from the Board's sourceworks and the distribution system in 
this area. The results have been of a very high standard. Many chemical 
anelyses have also been carried out. 


All new meins were sterilised, samples taken and bateriological 
exeminations made before the mains were put into service. No connections 
were permitted until the water in the mains was of the highest standard of 
purity. 


The water supplied by the Board to Downham Rural District is not 
plumbo-solvent. 


There were no cases of contemination of the water supply in Downham 
Rural District during 1965.

No formal action was taken during the year, though investigations were 
being made relating to one local industry. 


DESTRUCTION OF PESTS 
(a) Rats and Mice 


The Council employs one Rodent Operator who is provided with a small 
van and the necessary equipment. A lock-ip store is provided for poisons 
and bait. 


Warfarin continued to be the main poison used, whilst wheatmeal 
obtained locally was used as a bait base. In a circular, the Ministry of 
of Agriculture and Fisheries askedlocal authorities to report immediately there 
was real evidence of Warfarin resistance in rats or mice in their areas. 
It had been established that some individuals in certain common rat and mouse 
populations were completely resistant as a result of a genetical change. 
The precise mechanism that produced the first resistant individuals is at 
present in some respects not determinal, but it was quite certain that the 
continued use of Warfarin in a population with resistant individuals would 
result in a relatively rapid spread of resistance. Acute poisons should be 
used with care pending the discovery of an adequate alternative to Warfarin 
in such circumstances. No adequate evidence of resistance has been discovered 
in this District as yet. 


The Council is charged with the duty of ensuring that owners and 
occupiers keep their land free of rats and mice. Whilst free treatment or 
advice was given at domestic premises, a charge of 10s. per hour was made at 
19 business and 27 agricultural premises. 


516 separate treatments were carried out and 1964 visits were made 
during the year. An examination and test of the whole of the Southery Sewerage 
System showed that there was no infestation. 
(b) Other Pests 

The refuse tips were treated regularly with insecticide against fly 
and cricket infestations, and private premises were occasionally treated for cockroach, 
flea, ant and silverfish infestations. 


65 wasps nests were also destroyed. 
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
